è Principles of Accounting I 

This course begins Tuesday, September 15, 6-8:45 p.m. 
Instructor: B. Weinstein, 3 credits. The course covers the con- 
cepts, principles, and techniques applicable to the account- 
ing cycle, notes, accurals, deferrals, receivables, inventory 
evaluation, depreciation, asset valuation, and payrolls. The 
instructor tends to make the course relate more directly to 
day-to-day operations. 
e Psychology in Business and Industry 

This course begins Wednesday, September 9, 6-8:49 p.m. 
Instructor: R. Tarr, 3 credits. The course is an introduction to 
the psychology of human behavior as applied to business 
and industry. It is designed to study the many psychological 
factors involved in the work situation, including leadership, 
motivation, communications, morale, organizational struc- 
ture, personnel selection, training and appraisal, and con- 
sumer problems. 


è Technical Business Communications 

This course begins Monday, September 14, 6-8:45 p.m.; 
3 credits. In this course, emphasis is placed on clear, simple, 
and precise English. Writing of business letters, office 
memos, technical reports, proposals, and recommendations. 
Practice in collecting and preparing report formats. Oral 
reports and interviewing techniques are included. 


IN SEPTEMBER 





è Introduction to Data Processing 

This course begins Thursday, September 10, 6-8:49 p.m. 
Instructor: Louis Bradley, 3 credits. This course is an overview 
of the entire field of data processing. It covers topics such as 
manual and automatic recordkeeping, types of computers, a 
brief history of computing devices, data representation, 
computer components and stored program concepts. 


ORANGE COUNTY ADULT EDUCATION 


The Orange County Adult Education system offers a vari- 
ety of classes, lengths, and fees. College credit is not given. 


è English As A Second Language 

This course begins Monday, September 14, 6-9 p.m., 
9 weeks, and is free. It is designed to assist foreign-born 
people to communicate better in the English language. Em- 
phasis is placed on both speaking and writing skills. 


è French 

This course begins Tuesday, September 15, 6-9 p.m., 
9 weeks, and is free. This course is directed toward develop- 
ing conversational French and will accommodate varying 
levels of students including the beginner. 


è Spanish 

This course begins Monday, September 14, 6-9 p.m., 
9 weeks, and is free. This course will cover conversational 
Spanish on both the beginning and intermediate levels. 


e German | 

This course begins Wednesday, September 9, 6-9 p.m., 
9 weeks, and is free. This course will cover conversational 
German on both the beginning and intermediate levels. 


è Speedwriting 

This course begins September 9, meeting both Mondays 
and Wednesdays, 6-8:45 p.m., 9 weeks, $12 fee. ABC 
Speedwriting or stenoscript, is based on the letters of the 
alphabet and common punctuation symbols, as well as word 
sounds. Students will learn to take dictation and transcribe at 
40-80 wpm. This meets the dictation requirements for certain 
clerical positions at Walt Disney World. 


è Shorthand I 

This course begins September 10, meeting both Tuesdays 
and Thursdays, 6-8:45 p.m., 18 weeks, $24 fee. This is the 
Beginning Gregg Shorthand Diamond Jubilee Series. This 
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course is structured for beginning 
students and those wishing to refresh 
their skills. 


e Effective Communications 

This course begins Thursday, 
September 17, 6-9 p.m. Instructor: Ty 
Caine, $9 fee. This course will enable 
the management-oriented student to 
interpret clues, attitudes, and traits in 
human relations from the viewpoint 
that meanings are inside people ... 
not necessarily in the words they 
speak. 
è Supervision I 

This course begins Wednesday, 
September 16, 6-9 p.m. Instructor: Ty 
Caine, $12 fee. This course deals with 
supervisory planning, organizing, 
directing, coordinating and 
controlling, human relations, and 
group dynamics are presented for 
students in supervision, or those as- 
piring to supervisory and manage- 
ment positions.

Seba: their new and exciting 
production of the Bach, Beethoven, and Brahms Festi- 
val. How can classical music be exciting ... you ask? 
Take three giants of music history, present them in a light 
and humorous play, interlaced with world-known com- 
positions performed live by children of Walt Disney 
World cast members, and that's exciting! 

Johann Sebastian Bach is considered the “greatest 
genius of baroque music.” Bach brought such musical 
techniques as counterpoint and fugue to their greatest 
heights. Counterpoint is playing two or more melodies at 
one time. Fugue denotes a composition in which different 
instruments repeat the same melody with slight varia- 
tions. Bach wrote hundreds of compositions and nearly 
300 religious and nonreligious choral works called can- 
tatas. Bach was convinced that through his music he 
could serve his church, his community, the general audi- 
ence, and the individual patron. 

Writing some of the world’s greatest music, Ludwig 
van Beethoven was also recognized as a gifted concert 
pianist. A great influence on music, he won for compos- 
ers a new freedom to express themselves. Unlike Bach 
who wrote works for religious services, to teach or to

entertain people at social functions, Beethoven's music 
was listened to for it's own sake. Mozart said of Beeth- 
oven, “He will give the world something to listen to!” 
Beethoven belongs to both the classical and romantic 
eras of music history. His compositions were labored over 
until he reached balance and perfection, yet each was 
filled with deep and strong emotion. 

A master composer of unusual individuality, Johannes 
Brahms composed almost every variety of music except 
scores for ballet and opera. A gifted pianist by the age of 
nine, he began tocompose and give recitals by the age of 
14. His early style was influenced by Schumann and later 
by Beethoven, whom he greatly admired. Brahms was 
gruff but humorous and though conducted and per- 
formed on many tours, he never left Europe. His most 
notable works include short ballads, fantasias, waltzes, 
and the famous Brahms Lullaby.
